Union coal miners in four State* 
struck last Saturday for sixty per cent 
increase in wages, six hours to con- 
stitute a day's work, and five days Uf 
be called a week. 

The United States government Im- 
mediately shipped soldiera to various 
points and an injunction was issued 
restraining the officers of the United 
Mine Workers from taking any part 
whatever in the strike, or from paylng^ 
out of their treasury any money to 
strikers for their auppi^ during tha 
strike. This has stOpp«( tbem so ef- 
I'ectively that If the Injunction Is made' 
permanent ilie men will be glad to re- 
turn to work very soon. The injunc- 
tion proceedings will be heard in court 
at Indianapolis Saturday. 

The U. S. Attorney General charges 
that the strike Is illegal. 

I^sldent Wilson denounces It as 
illegal, unjustified and Immoral, and 
I'e Is taking every step possible to entk 
(he outrage. Public sentiment wa« 
never so bitter against strikes as it la- 
at present. 

Both houses of Congress have almost 
unanimously adopted a resolution in- 
dorslng the action of the President) mndf 
other officials. Only the traitor I*" 
FoUette opposed It in the Senate. 

One Senator declared It was tinie to 
put an end to methods that permit 
500,000 forelgnera and. traitorous na- 
tives to force 109,600,000 cltlxens to 
th 'ir kneea upon threat of freexlng and 
starving them to death. It sounda en- 
couraging to hear such timely worda- 
coming from Congress, where heretO'.- 
fore the fear of the labor vote has 
caused the politicians of that body tO' 
permit anarchy to have free rein in 
the United States. 

At present rates of pay coal miners 
who will work can make from live to 
twBlve dollars per day. The best class, 
the loyal American citizens want to 
work steadily, but the strikers In thla 
and other lines make it impossible. 
Railroad strikes atop the miners. Mill 
strikes stop the demand for coal. Ma- 
rine strikes stop the export trade. Andt 
so It goes. The laboring men cut thcti'- 
own throats at a time when they could, 
bo more proaperona than ever batbre • 
in their lives. The agitators and or- 
ganisers are the only ones who prosper - 
on strikes and If the government will 
stop their salaries by injunction, or if ' 
Congreas will pass laws to stop thenv 
these troubles will pass away. 

The high cost of llviqg would soon i 
disappear if every man in every line - 
would work nine or ten hours a day, . 
sl.x days In the week. Production 
would catch up with the demands with- 
in a year and prices would get down 
to the right basis. Labor would have 
more to show for its work than ever 
before, because wages are higher than - 
ever known. It would also eliminate 
the argument that we must bring for- 
eigners in here to do part of our work. 
Idleness and short days on the part of 
the people here is what is causing high 
prices and shortage of everything.

A brilliant anil beautiful word i>io- 
ture, as a compariHon t)f the mo'U'ni 
>lceB and dlsstpationf,, was painted 
yesterday morning by Dr. C. H. Wil- 
liamson, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Churrh. In his mornlni; sp-iiio'i 
as a plea for tin- haltidfc; of the onrush 
of the world toward these ple;isures. 

He took his comparison from a work 
4>t art In an European gallery, and said 
In part: 

'In one of the galleries of Europe I 
saw a picture which profoundly Im- 
pressed me," declared Dr. Williamson. 
"It was a street scene In a great city. 
\ Throngs of people were upon the thor- 
oughfare. It was night. The brilliant 
lights revealed the passing shpw. There 
were the expensively gowned and be- 
Jeweled women with their escorts, bent 
on pleasure — before the night Is old 
they will have tasted of the cup whose 
mixture Is deadly and whose dregs are 
"bittemess of heart. 

"Here are the tollers, men and wo- 
men whose bent forms and pale faces 
tell the story of their struggle for life. 
There are tha pitiful wrecks of hu- 
manity, men and womn who have be- 
come the slaves of passion and dis- 
honor, drunkards, harlots, thieves. 
Children are there, tlje children of the 
street — whose pinched faces and 111 
«lad bodies speak of neglect and bru- 
talty. The back ground is the night — 
night that reaahes ■ far beyond the 
lights of the streets Into the lllimited 
future. Not one happy heart Is in the 
throng, not one face radiant with Joy. 

"In the forejfroiinil, to one side, la 
the form of a man in -anguish, upon 
his brow are wounds from which (all 
blood drops; upon his shoulders a pur- 
ple robe of meanest texture, pierced 
hands, pierced feet. The light of sor- 
row upon his face. It Is the son of 
God, the only one whose message and 
cross can give the unhappy and the 
disquited throng peace and happineas. 
Below, wn written the words: 

" 'Is It nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by?' 

"To me the picture tells the story of 
our day, «>f Its deep, deep unrest and 
-unhappiness. its self Ipdulgence^ Its. 
deadly forms of dissipation. Its strug- 
gling masses, Its lost and dishonored 
men and women. Its neglected children, 
with the background of the nl);ht — 
night reaching far beyond the streets 
Into the llllniltable future. 

"Across the dead ages, Jesus Christ 
speaks as of old to this unhappiness 
and unrest: 'Come unto me all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden and I will 
-give you rest. Take my yoke upon you 
and learn of me for I am meek and 
lowly in heart and ya shall And rest to 
your souls, for my yoke Is easy and ttiy 
burden is light.' 

"He alone can give rest, rest from 
the tyranny of passion, rest from the 
storm of sin, rest from tha base daalra 
. that would send a home aaundar and

MADE IN LOUISA THURSDAY 



Mrs. Desha Breckinridge, of ly.-dng 
ton. spoke at the court house In lyoiiisa 
on Thursday of last week to a good 
sized audience. Her subject was 
"Women, Our Future Citizens." She 
Is a very fluent and pleasant speaker. 
Miss Kdna Beverldge. of Baltimore, a 
well known suffraRette. was with Mrs 
Breckinridge. 

The speaker said the question Is no 
longer of whether women- would Vote, 
but of how they would vote: whether 
they would be manipulated by political 
bosses as other Ignoiant voters have 
been or whether they would form an 
Intelllgmt and conscientious a'' lit om 
to the electorate who would better con- 
ditions In our state and lift public af- 
fairs to a higher plane. She sketched 
brielly the world movement (or woman 
Ruffri'ire which is new everywhere 
reaching its culmination. 

She spoke of the war victories and 
quoted Lloyd (leorge to the effect that 
England could never have wagsd suc- 
cessful war without the help given by 
h"r women.

we can then do is to decide which cause 
is the higher, and then keep faith with 
that cause, knowing that the worthier 
rauae ^111 bestow the greater Iwneflts. 

Hut the claHhipg of different loyal- 
ties often brings up another difficulty. 
We may be loyal to one Ideat while 
someone who is dear to us may t>e loy- 
al to another. In such a case our first 
Impulse la to try to make that person 
see the error of the cause to which he 
Is loyal. Hut if loyalty is one of tlio 
chief influences for good in the life of 
mankind, we should beware of destroy- 
ing another's loyalty, no matter what 
the cause to whlo^Jie is loyal, unleaa 
we can, at the asms time, make him 
loynl to a better cause. The best we I 
rail clo Ls to reHpect cju'li otiior'a lo.''- 
alty, and at the some time, oe i-nre 
that we ouraelyea"' are loyal to the 
highest Ideal we know.
